CAUGHT IN A 


Seven British and American 


Sailors Were Killed, 


Natives Were Hidden in German 
Plantation. Lives of Europe- 
ans Unsafe. Serious Break, 


AiVIind, N. Z., April 12—Dispatches 


from Apia the 4th, say that a party of 
105 American and British sailors were 
forced to retreat to the beach, after 
being caught in ambush by 800 Mataa- 
fans on the German plantation that 
day. The expedition was led by Lieu- 
tenant A. H. Freeman of the British 
cruiser. Lieutenant Freeman, Lieu- 
tenant Lansdale and Ensign Monag- 
han of the cruiser Philadelphia were 
left dead on the field. Two British and 
two American sailors were also killed. 
The Mataafans lost 40. The natives de - 
capitated the European dead. The 
heads were brought to Apia by a priest 
of the French mission. The manager 
of the plantation 
was arrested on 


affidavits declaring he was seen urging 
the rebels to fight. In a previous en- 
gagement 27 Mataafan warriors were 
feJlled. There is constant fighting with 
the natives around Apia. The lives of 
Europeans in the islands are not safe. 
The bodies of the dead were buried 
with military honors. 


MatMia's Last Cliauce. 


Further advices from Apia say that 


on the arrival of the British cruiser 
Tauranga at Apia, the British- and 
American consuls issued e. proclama- 
tion to give Mataaia a last chance and 
the French priests also used their in- 
fluence. 
But all efforts failed and 


rebels continued their depredations. 
Property was destroyed and bridg.s 
and roads barricaded. 


Friendlier Help Troop*. 


On March 29, the enemy was sighted 


at Maguigi and machine guns and a 
seven pounder were used. "Friend- 
lies," also attacked the enemy during 
the latter's retreat and several rebels 
were killed or wounded "Friendlies" 
carried one head through Apia, which 
made Captain Stuart so furious that 
he went to the king and threatened to 
shoot any man found taking heads. 
The king issued a proclamation for- 
bidding the practice. 


Old Samoan Custom. 


The German consul wrote Admiral 


Kautz, asking if the two great Chris- 
tian nations approved of this inhuman 
and barbarous practice against the 
laws of Christianity and the decree of 
the supreme court. The admiral re- 
plied agreeing with the consuj as to 
the inhumanity and practice pointed 
out by the German consul, and said 
had he upheld the decree of the su- 
preme court in January that there 
would have been no bloodshed, and said 
the custom was an old Samoan one. 


WanlilQcton Interest. 


Washington, April 12—At none of the 
embassies had a word of official in- 
formation been received and the as- 
sociated Press accounts, therefore were 
scanned 
with 
great interest The 


German ambassador, Dr. Von Heol- 
leben, stated that while he was en- 
tirely without official advices he deep- 
ly regretted to hear there had been 
further loss of life. In all the diplo- 
matic quarters there was a disposition 
to treat the news as grave, but not 
disrupting to the plans for settlement, 
A sharp difference has developed be- 
tween the British and German foreign 
offices as to getting the high commis- 
sion oft for Samoa on the 19th. Lord 
Salisbury says the commissioners can- 
not be instructed by telegraph so as to 
get away on the 19th.

April IS.— Peace again 


has unfurled her white wings over 
America and Spain, after exactly1 a 
single year of technical hostilities. 


President McKmley yesterday issued 


the following proclamation: 


"Whereas, a treaty of peace between 


the United States of America and her 
majesty, the Queen Regent of Spain, in 
the name of her august son, Don Alfonso 
XIII, was concluded «n2 siigrw-5 *•«., their 
•vspective jilenipotentiaries £ .rarL, />&. 
the tenth day of Decembe- 185°, the 
original of which convention, being in 
the English and Spanish languages, is 
word for word as follows:" 
(Here full 


text of treaty is included). 


"And, whereas, the said convention 


has been duly ratified on both parts, and 
the ratifications of the two governments 
were exchanged in the city of Washing- 
ton, 
on the eleventh day of April, 1899; 


"Now, therefore, by it known, that I, 


William McKinley, President of the 
United States of America, have caused 
the said convention to be made public, 
to the end that the same and every ar- 
ticle and clause thereof may be observed 
and fulfilled with good faith by the 
United States and the citizens thereof. 


"In witness whereof, I have hereunto 


set my hand and caused the seal of the 
United States to be affixed. 


"Done at the city of Washington, this 


eleventh day of April, in the year of our 
Lord one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety-nine, and of the independence of 
the United States the one hundred and 
twenty third."

Limits of Beat and Cold. 


Extremes of heat and cold can be 


produced artificially to such intense exA 


tents nowadays that it is a physical im- 
possibility to measure them with abso- 
lute accuracy. "We cannot measure the 
infinitesimal," says Charles Whiting 
Baker, editor of Engineering News. 
"The brat we can do is to make care- 
ful estimates. 
The greatest heat pro 


duced artificially is that of an elec- 
tric arc furnace, the kind that is used 
in the production of artificial diamonds, 
calcium carbide, etc. It is so intense 
that nothing exists with which to re- 
cord it. It is estimated, however, to be 
of about 4,000 degrees F. 


"The coldest known temperature is 


that of liquid air, which freezes alcohol 
and mercury and distances all means of 
measuring. It is claimed for it that 
with it a temperature of 400 degrees 
below zero Fahrenheit is reached. The 
present limits of heat and cold are. 
therefore represented by tha arc fur- 
nace and the liquid air."

Larser Cities. 


In smaller cities and in the country 


Hie hearse driver may between times 
drive other vehicles or engage in some 
other work, but in a city of great popu- 
lation like New York, where, in the 
natural course of things, many deaths 
occur daily and where many hearses 
are used and kept constantly employed, 
hearse driving is a regular occupation. 
There are many hearse drivers in the 
city who have been thus steadily em- 
ployed for many years. 
Only careful 


and skillful drivers are employed in 
this capacity. 


The letting of hearses is a long estab- 


lished custom in this city. Many livery- 
men own from one to a dozen hearses 
and let them to sextons and undertak- 
ers. Perhaps half of the undertakers of 
the city do not keep hearses, but hire 
of the livery owners. So it commonly 
happens that in answering calls from 
one source and another the hearses 
owned by the liverymen are constantly 
employed. It might be that all the 
hearses owned in a stable, whatever 
their number, would be called for day 
after day and week after week, as regu- 
larly as so many carriages or other 
vehicles might be, and so it comes 
about that hearse driving is. here a 
steady occupation, just like any other. 


While hearses are commonly driven 


to and from the various cemeteries in 
and about the city, they are sometimes 
driven out of the city to various nearby 
cities and towns. Hearses have been 
driven to greater distances, 'but they 
are not often driven more than 12 or 15 
miles away.—New York Sun.

They Have All the Appearance ot 


Rattleahlps, Including Miniature 
Rams—Each HIM Mounts For Two 
Rapid Fire Guns—Their Condition 
After Their Surrender by Spain. 


The United States guuboatsSandoval, 


Lieutenant Anderson, and Alvarado, 
Lieutenant Sticht, formerly the Spanish 
canoneros of the same name?, arrived 
at the BVooklyn navy yard the other 
day. 
The two little vessels came from 


Washington by the inland route on 
their way to Portsmouth navy yard. 


The Alvarado and JSandoval were sur- 


rendered to the United States along 
with the province of Santiago. The Al- 
varado was delivered to a crew from the 
flagship New York in Santiago harbor 
on July 17, but the Sandoval, which 
was at Caimanera, waa sunk after she 
was surrendered in about four fathoms 
of water and was not raised until Aug. 
28. When raised, she was in a filthy 
condition, and inuch time was occupied 
in cleaning and refitting her. All her 
interior woodwork was tern out and re- 
placed by Cuban carpenters, assisted by 
sailors and engineers from tha other 
shipF. Then she was dragged up on tha 
beach and scraped. In the nr antinn? 
the Alvarado had been put under the 
command of Lieutenant Victor Blue, 
and she did some valuable service, tak- 
ing part, among other things, in the 
battle at Manzanillo. 


Tbe two boats are sister ships built 


for service in Cuba by James and 
George Thomson of Clydebank, Scot- 
land. They are 110 feet long, built of 
steel, and in general appearance follow 
the lines of an armored cruiser or swift 
battleship, including miniature rams. 
Each has mounts for two rapid fire 
guns, though those of the Sandoval 
were so rusted daring their submersion 
that they have been removed. The full 
crew for owe of these toy battleships, as 
the sailors have called them, is 26 men. 
Their quarters are aft, and the two offi- 
cers have accommodations forward. The 
boats have triple expansion engines and 
first class mechanical fittings through- 
out. Each carries two small boats'which 
look disproportionately large at their 
davits, but are uncomfortably small 
when more than two men attempt to 
navigate them. The engineers' tele- 
graphs, the compartment valves and all 
name plates throughout the ship are 
marked in Spanish, of course. Several 
of these Spanish name plates were stolen 
while the vessels were on view at Wash- 
ington, and since then a strict watch 
has been kept on them when visitors 
have been on board. 


These two small craft started north 


early in November. Off CapeMaysi the 
Sandoval encountered tbe same storm 
in which the Maria Teresa was wrecked 
off Cat island and was very nearly lost. 
Off Port Royal, on Dec. 11, she also 
narrowly escaped destruction, this time 
by fire. Boatswain's Mate Williams, 
who had been one of the crew of the 
launch from the Marblehead which 
took part in the cable cutting at Cien- 
fuegoa on May 11, carried a blazing 
bale of oakum from the forepeak to the 
foot of the companion ladder in the 
captain's cabin. He was badly burned 
about the hands and face, but bis action 
no doubt saved tbe ship. Both boats 
encountered almost continuous rough 
weather on the way north and had to 
use a large amount of oil to escape be- 
ing swamped. Since leaving Washing- 
ton, 
however, the journey has been 


very pleasant. The boats entered the 
Raritan river drawing about 6^ feet. 


The Sandoval has several famous men 


on board. Her captain is Lieutenant E. 
A. Anderson, who commanded the cable 
cutting expedition at Cienfuegos, and 
two of the men who were with him are 
among the crew. Tbe chief boatswain's 
mate ia Clausen, who was a volunteer 
on tha Merrimac and would now be a 
warrant boatswain had he passed the 
necessary examinations. There is also a 
quarter gunner who was on board the 
Maine when she was sunk. 


There ia a souvenir of tbe war on the 


Sandoval which is almost unique. It is 
a cartridge from the beltful which Wil- 
liams wore at Cieafuegos. A Mauser 
bullet, which struck this cartridge near 
the base, penetrated it, and it is still 
firmly infixed in it. About one-quarter 
of an inch of the back end and about 
half an inch of the front end of the 
Mauser bullet project from the car- 
tridge. Williams had been afraid to wear 
his belt, for fear the cartridges in it 
might be struck and 
exploded, but 


when he found this one the next day 
he waa forced to admit that it had saved 
his life. Another cartridge in the belt 
was also struck, and it also stopped the 
bullet which hit it. 


This story of another narrow escape

The hole was between 
two and three inches in diameter and 
had evidently been made deliberately 
and plugged insecurely. The water en- 
tered through it rapidly enough to sink 
the vessel in a very few minutes. The 
Cubans at work below ran out immedi- 
ately and started to leave the ship. 
Lieutenant Anderson, however, went 
below, grcbbed up some cotton waste 
and started for the bole. The water was 
more than waist deep before be found 
the hole, and the vessel was already set- 
tling ominously. He placed the waste 
in the hole, stamped it down with hit- 
foot and then stood on it until a patch 
could be put in place from the outside 
and baited in.—New York Snu

Of the many surprising and unexpect- 


ed developments since the case opened, 
however, probably nothing occasioned 
more surprise than Us abrupt ending 
yesterday afternoon, when a plea of 
manslaughter was accepted by Judge 
Wheeler, who imposed the maximum 
prison penalty, with the minimum fine 
of Jl and costs. 
To the request of the 


counsel for the defense that clemency 
be granted, Judge Wheeler saad that in 
accepting the plea for manslaughter he 
thought the court had shown sufficient 
clemency. The prisoner took her sen- 
tence calmly, and, despite her Impaired 
health, there was no scene. In a voice 
that had not the slightest tremor, sBe 
replied, in response to the court, "Guilty 
of manslaughter." 
She heard her sen- 


tence without faltering, and resumed 
her s«at after the ordeal without the 
slightest evidence of emotion. 


It was stated about the court at the 


close of the proceedings that the de- 
cision to offer a plea of manslaughter 
was opposed by Mrs. Guilford 
very 


strongly, and it was with reluctance that 
she finally consented. 
It came about 


after a series of conferences between 
State Attorney Fessenden and Mrs. 
Guilford, who was in the sheriff's office, 
through her attorneys, who were kept 
busy running too and fro for upwards 
of two hours in their efforts to arrange 
the matter. 
Were it not for the fact 


that Juror Gregory, who was taken ill 
last Wednesday, would not be able to 
again appear in court until some time In 
May, which would mean that the Jury 
•would have to be excused for at least 
four weeks, it is doubtful if the plea 
of manslaughter would have been enter- 
tained by the state. 
It is understood 


that the defendant was willing to plead 
guilty to that charge last week, but, in 
view of the later developments, and the 
possibility, of not having a ra-triaJ until 
after considerable delay, she was loth 
to concede to the suggestion. 


The ghastlr remains of th« dismem- 


bered victim were discovered in the 
Yellow Mill pond on the evening of Sep- 
tember 13 last, and the following morn- 
Ing Mrs. Guilford left Bridgeport, and 
'was afterwards traced to 
Montreal, 


where she succeeded in eluding the 
officers, then to Liverpool and to Lon- 
don. 
She was extradited on the charge 


of murder in the second degree, and her 
trial was to have taken place in the 
January term of court, but was post- 
poned, and when the case came up at 
the next term, Mrs. Guilford's illness 
necessitated a still further postpone- 
ment. 
The state had about completed 


its case when one of the jurors was taken 
ill, which indicated the necessity of a 
retrial, and added greatly to the ex- 
pense of what has already proved a 
very costly trial, as w«ll as seriously 
inconveniencing the other business of 
the state, so that yesterday afternoon's 
denouement is quite gratifying. 


Harry Oxley, Eudora Guilford, Harry 


Guilford and Rose Drayton, who are 
charged with manslaughter as acces- 
sories after the fact, will not be given a 
trial until the May term of the court.

GOME 0? HIS EAELT EXPERIENCES. 


Bridgport, Conn., April 12.—Dr. Nancy 


A. Guilford, who has been on trial in the 
superior court for the past three weeks 
on a charge alleging- murder in the sec- 
ond degree in the killing of Emma Gill 
of Southir.arton, by a criminal operation, 
today entered upon a 10 year's sentence 
at the state piison at Wethersfleld. The 
close of the prison doors upon the noted 
midwife ended, as far as she is con- 
cerned, one of the most notable cases 
that ever came before the Fairfleld 
county courts. 
The trial has not only 


attracted attention all over this country, 
but also abtoad, from the finding of the 
dismembered body of Emma Gill in the 
Yellow Mill pond last September, and 
the long chase before Mrs. Guilford was 
arrested in London and extradited. 


Had to Leave Her. 


Boston, Apiil 12.—Captain Swinebanks 


Of the Britlhh steamer Recta, from 
Genoa, Italy, reports that on last Satur- 
day night he sighted the steamer Silver- 
dale, from Rotterdam for Philadelphia.

la » Sensational Trial —Bow tbe 
Bluff of Jndffc Barbowr W«n Called. 
1H» Attempted Asinialmatlon 
by 


Judffe Davia S. Tert*y. 


The 'late Stephen J. Field's life in 


the early days of California was full of 


! interesting episodes. He landed in San 
1 Franciscc in 1840 with" two trunks and 


§10 in hia pocket. Living and every- 
thing else was then at fabulous prices, 
and on the second day, after eating 
breakfast, which cost $2, he found he 
had only $1 in bis pocket. He had a 
bundle of 64 New York newspapers, and 
a fellow passenger sold them on shares 
for $1 each, which brought him in $35. 
Renting a room 15 by 20 feet for an 
office, he hung out bis shingle and 
•waited for practice. In 1850 be was 
elected alcalde after a residence of six 
days in Marysville, Cul., and adminis- 
tered justice until displaced by the 
new officers of the Btate. One of the 
early suits iu which Field was retained 
as counsel was a placer mine case, 
from which the proprietors bad taken 
$90,000 in gold dust in a few weeks. 
Some parties trumped up a claim for 
the possession of the mine and com- 
menced to make sure -of winning by 
bribing the jury. Tbe trial was held in 
a saloon, and Field, after commenting 
on the evidence, addressed tbe jury as 
follows: 


I 
"Gentlemen, wehave not endeavored 


' to influence yonr minds. We have not 


approached you secretly and tried to 
control yonr verdict. We have relied 
solely upon tbe law and tbe evidence to 
maintain onr rights to the property. 
But tbe other side have not thus acted. 
* * * I know that yon (pointing to one 
of tbe jnrors) have been approached. 
Did yon spurn tbe wretch away who 
made tbe corrupt proposal to yon, or 
did yon hold counsel—sweet counsel— 


i with him? I know that yon (pointing 


to another jnror) talked over this case 
•with one of the other aide at tbe bouse 
on tbe hill last night, for I overheard 
the conversation—the promise made to 
yon and your pledge to him. In the 
canvas houses bere all rooms are one. 
Words nttered in one are voiced in 
all. Yon did not dream that any but 
yon two were in the tent. But I was 
there and overheard the foul bargain." 


These pointed remarks produced great 


excitement, and click, click, was beard 
all around tbe room. This was a gen- 
eral conking of pistols, for everybody in 
those days w£nt armed. 


"There is no terror in yonr pistols, 


gentlemen," said Field in calm, meas- 
ured tones. "You will not win your 
case by shooting me. You can win ,it 
only in one way—by evidence showing 
title of the property. You will never 
•win it by bribtty or threat*of violence. 
I charge openly attempted bribery, and, 
if what I say* be not true, let the jurors 
speak now out from their seats. At- 
tempted bribery, I say—whether it will 
be successful bribery will depend en 
what may occur hereafter. If, after in- 
voking the vengeance of heaven upon 
their souls should they not render a 
verdict according to evidence, the jurors 
are willing to sell their souls, let them 
eo decide against us." 


Tbe jury returned a verdict for the 


owners of the mine. 


In a contested judicial election case 


he defended a friend named Judge Mott 
against a man named Barbonr. Tbe 
latter was deeply incensed, and a duel 
was arranged for. Barbour proposed 
that tbe duel should take place in a 
room 20 feet square, both to be armed 
with knives and pistols, tbe two princi- 
pals to be placed on opposite sides of tbe 
room, with their faces to tbe wall, and 
at tbe word turn and fire, then ad- 
vance and finish tbe conflict with the 
knives. Field accepted tbe terms, but 
Barbonr backed out of his own proposi- 
tion on tbe gronnd tbat being a judicial 
officer 'be could not engage in a duel. 
The newspapers ridiculed Barbour un- 
mercifully. Stung with mortification, he 
came behind Field and, leveling a cock- 
ed revolver at bis head, said, "Draw and 
defend yourself." Field berated him for 
a coward and dared him to sboot, wben 
Barbour'a courage again failed him and 
be slunk away. 


At one time or another in California, 


Justice Field seems to bave bad a full 
share of tbe dangers as well as of the 
difficulties of pioneer life. Many men 
•eem to bave thirsted for bis blood, but 
no one of them ever came nearer shed- 
ding it tban did one of his former asso- 
ciates on the California supreme bench, 
Judge Terry. Judge Terry made an at- 
tempt at assassination, but was killed 
himself without Inflicting any injury on 
bis intended victim. Tbe trouble be- 
tween them arose over Justice Field's 
decision in the famous Sharon will case, 
which was bitterly waged in the courts 
by Sarah Althea Terry Hill. It was in 
August, 1889, that Judge Terry at- 
tempted to assassinate him, because of 
decisions against tbe woman's claim to 
half of Sharon's estate. He waa shot 
down by one Nagle, a deputy marshal 
who was guarding Justice Field, and 
who was forced to shoot to save tbe jus- 
tice's life and bis own. •

SHALL WE SUBBEXBEB? 


" Surrender to Aguinaldo." That is 


the American interpretation of the 
anti-administration wisdom in all the 
appeals and speeches. It was voiced at 
Boston, voiced by the anti-imperialistic 
league, voiced by the wayward leaguers 
•wherever they go and voiced by the de- 
cadent men and papers who use psalm- 
singing and long prayers to vindicate 
their Jove of ease against the sense of 
duty. The last phrasing of this un- 
conditional surrender is: 
"The first 


step is to invite 
Aguinaldo to a 


friendly conference and talk the mat- 
ter over. Find out at first hand what 
he now wants and what he will do. 
"We believe that he is great enough a 
man to maintain a decent government 
in local affairs on the island of Luzon, 
if given half a chance." This is the 
Springfield Republican version of the 
tfospel of the United States selfishness 
as preached by the league beleaguerers 
of this government for its policy of 
Interference for right 
and justice. 


It not only means the 
surrender 


of this government 
to Aguinaldo, 


but it means a surrender of the Fili- 
pinos to such tender mercies as his 
Tin Whistle Majesty sees fit to extend 
and not interfere with his own am- 
bitions. 


Chairman Schurroan of the Philippine 


commission, after a month's study of 
the Philippine situation, cables the 
president that "Aguinaldo and his as- 
asoiates have never represented any 
considerable portion of the population 
of the Philippines. They created their 
pretended republic by coercion in the 
most aggravated form." Here is Chair-

Schurman's 
version 
of 
how 


Aguinaldo set up his despotism: 


Aguinaldo, having started his gov- 


ernment in a limited territory Just 
outside of Manila, proceeded to con- 
vert adjoining provinces to his doc- 
trine of Filipino independence by high- 
handed methods. For months, begin- 
ning about the time the American 
peace commissioners went to Paris, he 
was engaged in sending detachments 
of his army to the capitals of the 
various provinces. The bodies of troops 
numbrered from 50 to 200 or more. They 
appeared at one capital after another, 
took possession of it as robbers, and 
held up trains and forced the local 
authorities to declare for the Aguin- 
aldo government.

And on top of 
this Admiral Dewey, writing under 
date of February 23, to the secretary 
of the navy, emphatically states: "It 
is well known that the Aguinaldo gov- 
ernment is a severe military despot- 
ism."

A Threat From a Rival Power, 


It scared Pittsfield, anyway. This is 


from the Pittsfield Journal: 


North Adams is really beginning' to 


talk seriously of annexing1 Clarksburg, 
a little township to the north border- 
ing on the Vermont line \vhich isn't 
even connected with the Tunnel City 
by an electric line. There is almost as 
much sense in this talk as there would 
be 
of Pittsfield's annexing Dalton. 


The main argument which will doubt- 
less influence the North Adams mind 
will be "it will increase our popula- 
tion and make us almost as big as 
Pittsfield," We rather suspect that the 
real taxpayers in Clarksburg will vig- 
orously object to having tho valua- 
tion of their property materially raised 
and then pay city rates. On the other 
hand if city rates are paid they 
should have city service in the way of 
walks, electric lights, sewers and wat- 
er supply. There are lots of things to 
be looked at. According to the ISM 
census North Adams had a population 
of 13.135 and Clarksburg 1,009, a total 
of 20,144, while Pittsfield 
had 
£0,401 


and Dalton 3,210, a total of 23,671. The 
Pittsfield school committee estimated ! 
Pittsfield's population in June 1S98 at 
22,151. When the census of 1900 is tak- 
en Pittsfield will probably be about 
5,000 ahead of North Adams and Clarks- 
burg combined. The growth of hilly 
North Adams has nearly reached its 
limit while Pittsfleld has not yet real- 
ly begun on its upward shoot. 


This is from the Pittafield Eagle: 
If North Adams should annex Clarks- 


burg Pittsfield might retaliate by an- 
nexing Dalton. And Dalton is three 
times as large as Clarksburg. 


This is a frightful possibility the 


Tunnel City should take in considera- 
tion. 


But if Clarksburg and Dalton are , 


wise, they will c^jo«.t to any such plans | 
of peaceful and bt svolent a"«imila- 
tlon.

A Cheering fTeport. 


Washington, April 11.—Surgeon Ge-n- 


tral Stern'burg has received from Manila 
an account of the operations of 
the 


medical department there during the 
heavy fighting that took place Feb. 4 and 
5, at the beginning of hostilities between 
the insurgents and the United States 
forces. 
The reports say 
that the 


wounded were brought in quickly and 
those on the field received instant atten- 
tion. The department was in fine con- 
dition at the moment of the first fire and 
continued to improve from day to day. 
Everything was well planned, and the 
greatest enthusiasm was manifested by 
the men in performing the duties as- 
signed to them. The wounded are doing 
well. They have every reasonable coin- 
fort, and the prospect for their ultimate 
recovery is very encouraging. Supplies 
have been granted so liberally that not a. 
wish hag been expressed that the sur- 
geons have not been able to grant. 


Textile Operators' Convention. 


Boston. April 11.—The annual meeting 


of the Textile Operatives of America was 
held in this city yesterday. The report 
of the secretary showed the organization 
to be in good condition and constantly 
growing. 
The regular trade report 


showed that, while in many districts 
the cut in wages made in 1S98 had been 
restored, there were nevertheless a num- 
ber of cornpanies that had refused to 
follow the lead. 
In these latter cases 


there is a great deal of dissatisfaction 
over the failure to restore wages, and 
threats of strikes have been made. The 
election of officers resulted a% foflowt: 
President, Matthew Hart, New Bedford; 
vice president, James Y. Colwell, Ashton, 
R. I.; secretary, Albert Hibbard, Fall 
River; treasurer, James Whitehead, Fall 
River. 


THE FAMOUS BLACK STONE OF THI 


TEMPLE OF MECCA. 


-H*»w Tkls Tr*M»iw *f Matt A»»MM 


•t tk» PrCMoat O»y M« th« VavUwe 
Theories of !»• Orlffla—Unarde4 by 
Hokaai we a»». 
So carefully is the black stone of tbe 


temple of Mecca guarded, even to this 
day, that the accounts given by different 
writers as to the nature and appearance 
of the black stone exhibit some consid- 
erable variations, for orthodox Mussul- 
mans «annot be prevailed upon tc give 
a straightforward desciiption of it, and 
mere adventurers, like the several Eu- 
ropean hadjia (Bnrckhardt, Burton and 
the otheis) could only gratify their in- 
telligent curiosity by stealthy investi- 
gations. Detection in the act of pursu- 
ing such investigation would have cost 
the travelers their lives, in pursuance 
(as Mohammedans suppose) of the law 
of the prophet. Your faithful Mussul- 
man cannot nnderstand that any other 
motive than worship should leud any 
one to visit Mecca. 


The Mohammedans believe that this 


famous stone was brought down from 
heaven by angels. It is set in the wall 
of th£ Caaba, which stands wivhin the 
great colonnade. The stone is four feet 
nine inches from the ground and is 
kissed and touched with great vener- 
ation by every pilgrim to Mecca. 


Mr. Bate mentions what intelligent 


travelers have recorded concerning the 
nature of the black stone. One of them 
tells us that it is undoubtedly a large 
aerolite—an opinion which scarcely 
harmonizes with its reputed quality of 
floating in water, since aerolites usually 
contain a large percentage of heavy, 
metallic matter, such as iron pyrites. 


Another traveler reports that it looks 


like a piece of lava, containing small 
extraneous particles of some white and 
yellowish substance. 


Still another of these authorities 


affirms that it is a fragment of volcanic 
basalt, sprinkled throughout its surface 
with small, pointed, colored crystals and 
varied with felspar npon a dark ground, 
ike coal, excepting one of its protuber- 
ances, which happens to be a little red* 
dish. 


Others, again, claiming an equal title 


;o exact knowledge, give it as their 
ipinion that it is nothing else than an 
ordinary piece of stone from quarries in 
which the Meccan territory abounds. 
These last mentioned travelers, bow 
ever, appear to overlook the circuit: • 
itance that this opinion of theirs does 
not take due cognizance of that pfoper- 
iy of the stone to which we have jtist 
lluded and also the circumstance that 
;he only kind of stone yielded by tae 
Meccan quarries is a sort of gray gran- 
te. 


Hot so difficult is it to form an idea 
s to its size and present appearance 
In form it is an irregular oval, the in- 
equality of its two longer sides impart- 
ing to it a somewhat sewicircular ap- 
pearance. It measures about 6 inches 
in height and 8 in breadth, the diame- 
ter on its lower and wider side being 
8% inches. The surface is protuberant 
and somewhat knobby or undulating 
and has the appearance of being com- 
posed of a number of smaller stones ci 
different sizes and shapes, securely fit- 
ted together with cement and perfectly 
smooth. 


Its appearance is as though the orig- 


inal piece of stone had been broken to 
pieces by a violent blow and then re 
paired. And, as a matter of fact, this 
appears to be the true explanation of 
this irregularity of the surface, for it ib 
recorded bv the Arabian historians of 
tbe Caaba that in the year 413 of the 
Hajira an emissary of a certain Egyp- 
tian khalifa, known as "the Mad Khali- 
fa Hakim," shattered it to pieces by a 
stroke of a club, and they relate that 
after this event the pieces and even the., 
dnst also were carefully restored and 
tbe fragments cemented together. 


The protnberan. 3 mentioned are 13 


or 15 in number and are such as to im- 
part to the surface of the stone a mus- 
cular or pebbly appearance. Near the 
middle there is a hollow which reaches 
to about as much as two inches below 
the outer edge of the stone and is of a 
kind to suggest to the visitor the sur- 
mise that one of the protuberances may 
have been zemoved. 


The color of the surface of the relic is 


at the present time a deep reddish 
brown, or, as some have described it, a 
metallic black, and. notwithstanding 
the polished appearance imparted to it 
by the constant touching of unnumber 
ed myriads of devotees, it yet bears on 
its undulating surface what appear to 
be evident marks of volcanic origin. 


These muscular protuberances, how- 


ever, are attributed by the Moslem au- 
thorities to the incessant osculations 
and rubbings of the faithful 
The 


smoothness may perhaps be attributable 
to this cause, but the obviously frac- 
tnred and pebbly appearance is not ac- 
counted for in this way.—Asiatic Quar- 
terly

Filbert Culture In Italy. 


It will surprise maay to hear that in 


certain districts of Italy the filbert crop 
rivals the produce of the vine in com- 
mercial importance. These delicious 
nnts are grown on bushes or shrubs, 
which are arranged in groups that are 
from 15 to 25 feet apart so as to insure 
the access of plenty of Jight and air. 
They thrive best in a deep, clayey soil, 
and the planting takes place during 
November and December of slips from 
the mother plant. Seeds could be used, 
but the growth would be too slow to be 
profitable. As it is, the shrubs do not 
bear fruit until the third year, any 
blossoms appearing before that time be- 
ing removed, so that the plant shall 
not be impoverished. The plants are 
periodically pruned, when any slips 
which have failed to sprout are removed 
and replaced by others; so that there 
are plantations which remain in full 
growth although nearly 100 years old. 
The filbert is not subject to the diseases 
common to other crops, but it suffers 
severely from hailstones and from cold 
winds.

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SELF MADE PRESIDENTS OF FRANCE. 


[Copyright, 1S99. by Thomas H. Jameson.] 


While IB modern France ar« to be found many traditions and institutions 


that still smack of the monarchical, the great spirit of the Gallic nation is a 
democratic one. A» a republic, however, France may not be to American eyes 
just everything that could be desired, but that her ship of state is steered by 
her people and for her people has beenonce more shown in the election of Emile 
Loubet to the presidency. When that little, fat, short, unpretentious man with 
the pompadour bang and the close cropped hair, who was nothing more than 
the bourgeois son of a peasant woman of Marsanue, was made chief mag- 
istrate of the great French nation, the world was given a remarkable proof of 
the growth of republicanism in what was once the most monarchical nation of 
all Europe. 


Nor is President Loubet the only man of lowly origin who has achieved the 


highest honor which his country can bestow upon one of Us citizens. One has 


stored peace and order to France after the crowning follies of the empire. 
Thiers was nothing more than the son of a Marseilles locksmith and, like so 
many other ambitious French youths, used the legal profession as a stepping 
stone to fame and fortune. But he soon threw off his advocate's gown and 
when 24 years jpf age made hit way to Paris, where in a humble attio he 
started to write'for the Parisian press, He soon drifted into political jour- 
nalism and in such work got his first knowledge of statecraft. 


As will bo seeu from the accompanying illustration, the new president of 


the French republic has not always been used to the luxuries of high llf». 
Through all his careei' he has been remarkable for his devotion to work and 
his simplicity of taste and manners. There is a story going about Paris at <he 
present time to the effect that last year when Loubet was -reminded by one of 
his friends that he would be a futun. candidate for the presidency of his coun- 
try the honest hearted lawyer remarked that ho would much prefer retiring 
to his bucolic barn and there raising live stuck, at peace with the world. M. 
Loubet, before he became a member of the senate, lived very humbly with 
his family in an entresol of the Rue de Tournon, leading to the Luxembourg. 
While dwelling here, he was noted for his unostentatious southern hospitali- 
ty and the brusque simplicity of his manners. His pood wife, who, like her 
husband, comes from the Drome, frequently took part in the cooking opera- 
tions and made no bones about it. Both the august president of the French 
republic and his wife still speak with a strong southern accent, and those dip-

only to recoil the careers of Felix Faure and Francois Jules Grevy and Louis 
Adolphe Thiers to see that the occurrence is by no means an exceptional one. 
Felix Faure, who can boast of being the lirst provincial president of France, 
owes afl his early success to his humble out farseeing parents, who, when their 
child was but a year old, began to save money for his education. In time the 
boy grew up and became a small commission merchant in hides and wool at 
Havre, and there laid the first foundations for a fortune, which the Franco- 
Prussian war quickly swept aside. This coming president married young, for 
when still a journeyman tanner he had fallen in love with the daughter of the 
mayor of Havre. This marriage was a most fortunate one, as it was his wife 
who carried along the good work begun in early life by his .mother. 


Grevy, who was president of the French people for n»arly nine years, was 


of equally lowly origin. He was born at Mont-sous-Vaudrey, among the rough 
Jura mountains, his ancestors having been poor and humble magistrates for 
many generations. The people of that section of France, which closely borders 
on Switzerland, are a cold and unemotional lot, as stony and hard headed as 
the rocks of the Jura mountains among which thsy grow up. Grevy inherited 
all the peculiar prejudices and passions of the people of the bourgeois class 
from which he sprang, but through the shrewdnesS-'of his observation of hu- 
man nature learned how to turn these prejudices to the best account. It was 
when he was but 17 years old and a law student in Paris that the hatred for 
Charles X broke out in open insurrection. Young Grevy, who was one of the 
leaders fighting behind the barricades, was one of the first to force his way 
into the barracks of the Rue de Babylon, and by so doing first forced himself 
somewhat before the public eye. 


Equally lowly in origin was Louis Adolphe Thiers, the president who re-

It 
has since been found out, however, that after all the fire did very little real 
damage to the old house, simply an upper staircase and the roof of the south 
wing being destroyed. Rothley Temple, Macaulay's home and birthplace, stands 
haH way between Leicester and Loughborough, and in it the great historian 
was born on Oct. 25, 1800, the anniversary of the battle of Agincourt. 


'Macauiay, notwithstanding his love for London club life, had a great affec- 


tion for his quiet country home and when he ivas raised to the peerage turned 
to it for the customary territorial designation, his full title being Lord Macau- 
lay of Rothley.

vision for 1.000 new heavy breechloading znortars. Already 320 of these mortars 
have been mounted along our principal harbors on the Atlantic coast. They 
lire a 12 inch shell weighing 1,000 pounds, the battery being concealed well away 
from a possible opponent's fire, where it can only be reached accidentally by an 
enemy's fjuns. They are not intended to; be brought into service until the rifles 
in our main coast fortifications have been silenced by the enemy. They have 
si limited range of about 4'/£ miles, their tremendous explosive charges being 
lired high in the air. Range finders of the nicest precision are used for as- 
certaining the exact position of the enemy, so that half a ton of explosives 
may be thrown upon the deck of a vessel that is not even seen by the gunner 
firing it. Falling from such a high trajectory, such charges are intended to 
sweep the deck and demolish thn machinery of an attacking ship. 


Each mortar weighs about 13 tons, but is so nicely balanced that It can be 


aimed, loaded and discharged by two men.

In order to give the discussion defi- 


nite form he presented a motion, sec- 
ting forth that it was the sentiment of 
the board that Clarksburg and Xorth 
Adams would both benefit by a union 
of govemment, and secondly that ac- 
tion to promote the union should be 
taken by the board only when Clarks- 
burg had indicated that it desired to 
be annexed. 


W. G. Cady was the first speaker 


after the introduction of the resolu- 
tion, and he was against it. He 
thought the move would be "bad for 
Clarksburg, and very bad for North 
Adams." 
Clarksburg was not ready 


for it, and North Adams had troubles 
of its own. There seemed to be only 
one 'reason advanced for the annexa- 
tion, and that was the argument of 
increasing the population. 
Against 


this there was to be considered what 
would be required for 
Clarksburg. 


There would be new school houses, 
new bridges 
and improved roads, 


whereas we needed to do something to 
our own roads before looking for more 
to take care of. 


There were calls for Selectman E. W. 


Gleason of Clarksburg, -who had en- 
tered during the preliminary discus- 
sion. Mr. Gleason said he believed the 
case of those in favor should be pre- 
sented first, and that if be said any- 
thing it would be along the line of 
what Mr. Cady had said. 


W. W. Gallup was called on and 


thought union of the two governments 
would be a good thing, as it would 
accommodate 
three-fourths 
of 
the 


people of Clarksburg in transacting 
their business, the roads of Clarksburg 
being built more for the benefit of 
North Adams than Clarksburg any- 
way. 


President 
Dennett 
I'eminded 
the 


speakers that this was not a dispute 
between Clarksburg and North Adams 
but a discussion to enable the board of 
trade to get at the facts in the case. 
Several men who were called upon to 
speak were not prepared to talk on the 
matter. 


The most serious argument in favor 


of the plan was then advanced by Mr. 
Chase. 
He thought the matter had 


not been sufficiently presented, and 
proceeded to give some very solid facts. 
The question of schools was Important, 
as Clarksburg needed more, and if the 
town were made a part of the city the 
proposed school in ward 3 could easily 
be made to accommodate the residents 
of th.it part of Clarksburg near by. The 
question of health 
was 
important. 


Clarksburg is thickly settled just over 
the line from the city, and the houses 
there are unprovided with sewer con- 
nections. Mr. Chase drew a horrible 
picture of the drainage flowing along 
the gutters into North Adams. 


The chief point made was in con- 


nection with the geographical location 
of Main street. This business street is 
so near the line that, as most of the 
bic industries are north of the street, 
there is not room for the city to grow 
as it should normally to the north. He 
thought 
the 
value of Clarksburg 


property would grow to such an extent 
under the new system that tjie amount 
taxable would repav anj' extra ex- 
penditures. 


A. A. Lee made a spirited answer to 


this. 
He said he didn't know what 


Clarksburg wanted to come«into the 
city for. As for advantages, she 
doesn't need to come in. 
She has 


equal schools, in proportion to the 
number of pupils, better roads, and 
can petition the legislature for per- 
mission to enter our sewer and water 
system by paying entrance fees to the 
city. 


Mr. Chaae referred again to the ques- 


tion of drainage and health, 
which 


brougnt Mr, Gleason to his feet In de- 
fense of Clarksburg. He thought Mr. 
Chase's picture was too vividly color- 
ed. He described the drainage system 
for the.houses that are near the North 
Adams line, and didn't think this mat- 
ter was likely to create any panic, as 
the records showed that part of the 
town to be remarkably healthy. He 
also told how these houses are sup- 
plied with water from wells. 


Mr. Dennett said that the fact that 


Clarksburg was so well equipped would 
make this c(ty willing if* accept the 
town, whereat Mr. Glc&aon retorted 


that Clarksburg had never questioned 
the fact that she could come in If she 
wanted to, 


Henry A. Tower thought the chief 


advantage in annexing the town would 
be that it would bring the state line 
conveniently next to the city limits. He 
wag glad to see that board of trade ac- 
tion was to be based on Clarksburg's 
attitude, as it was not to be a repeti- 
tion of the Philippine policy of gov- 
erning without the consent of the gov- 
erned. As he understood it, if Clarks- 
burg wanted to come in, the board of 
trade was to make it pleasant for 
them. 


Superintendent Hall gave a few 


school facts, in which he spoke of the 
authority given Clarksburg to send her 
pupils to the high school here at the 
expense of the state. He told of the 
applications from parents in Clarks- 
burg to have their children entered in 
the city grammar schools without being- 
able to pay the tuition, and" thought 
Clarksburg might find it cheaper to 
pay tuition for those pupils whom it 
was necessary to sent to this city than 
to build a new school jiouse of its own. 


Mr. Cady thought Clarksburg1 might 


want to pay to enter our sewers and to 
be supplied with our water system. 


Nobody else seemed to have any- 


thing that he wanced to offer Clarks- 
burg, for a recompense of course, so 
Mr. Niles rose to support the move- 
ment. He did so vigorously and wit- 
tily, emphasizing Mr. Chase's points. 


O. H. Cutting was called on and 


said he had heard nothing so far to 
cause him to change his mind and sup- 
port the measure. 


E. H. Beer was called on and made a 


lively sneech favoring the plan. He 
told about thp invigorating effects of 
the glorious free air of Clarksburg, and 
of how the infusion 
of its 
strong, 


healthy spirit into North Adams affairs 
would prove the salvation of the city. 


Mr. Niles then made a motion that 


the resolutions offered by Mr. Chase 
be reierred to the directors 
of the 


boaid to be brought up at a later time, 
as this was too important u. measuie 
to side track. This was carried. Mr. 
Tower then thought it would be wise 
to ask that Clarksburg take a formal 
expression of sentiment that North 
Adams might know better how to act 
in the future. 


Mr. Gleason then scored the point of 


the evening when he said that Clarks- 
burg had already been canvassed with 
papers for and against. He did not 
know what had become of the paper in 
favor of it, unless the backers had been 
ashamed to show it on account of the 
small number of signatures. As far as 
he could tell, he thought about one out 
of every five had signed the paper, 
while the other four had signed the 
paper protesting against annexation. 
This was the finishing touch that set- 
tled the probable fate of the present 
agitation, and the meeting adjourned 
with the allusions to General Otis and 
Gatling guns already quoted. 


WILL MEET HEATER COMPANY,

A short meeting of the directors of 


the board of trade was held last even- 
ing before the meeting of the board. 
Several applications for admission were 
acted upon favorably. 


A letter from the Brien Heater com- 


pany of Hoosick Palls was read, stat- 
ing the desire of the company to locate 
its new factory in this city. The letter 
said that the company was prepared to 
furnish 
suitable guarantees of its 


financial standing, and that all that 
would be expected from this city would 
be that a reasonable amount of the 
stock be subscribed by local men. 


After some discussion it was decided 


to hold another meeting of the direc- 
tors next Tuesday evening, at which 
the company will be asked to have a 
representative, in order that the mat- 
ter may be discussed. The matter was 
taken in charge by the directors on ac- 
count of the fact that the new indus- 
tries committee for the present year 
has not yet been appointed. President 
Dennett said that he hoped to an- 
nounce the new committees at the next 
meeting of the bqard.

The budget was then read fi r th"> 


second time. At the conclusion of the 
reading Councilman Gove rose and said 
that he noticed an appropriation of 
$12,000 for the repair of highways. He 
thought it would be far better to ap- 
priate $10,000 for repairs and 
$2,000 


for permanent roads. 


President Wilkinson asked if there 


were any amendments to be made to 
the report, but 
none were offered. 


After a few moments of auctioneering 
by President Wilkinson, he finally an- 
nounced "last call" for remarks or 
amendments, and ordered a roll call. 
| The appropriations were then passed 
' without a dissenting vote. 


The matter of the ward 3 school site 


was brought up next. The report of 
the special committee recommending 
the securing of the hospital site was 
read!, and President Wilkinson ex- 
plained that the acceptance of tl.e re- 
port did not authorize the purchase of 
the land as no order on the treasurer 
was included. When it was finally de- 
cided to buy the land such an order 
would have to be introduced. 


Councilman Bracewell expressed the 


opinion that it was a very peculiar 
proceeding to vote to do a thing with- 
out an order authorizing it, and he 
wanted to know what reason there was 
for voting to "secure" the lot without 
voting to buy it. He also wanted to 
know the size of the lot. 


There followed a bit of "higher criti- 


cism" in which Councilman Perry in- 
sisted that the accepting of the report 
would lay no obligation on the council 
to purchase it later when an order was 
introduced, and Councilman Hastings ' 
insisted that the acceptance of the re- 
port would put on record the inten- 
tion of the council of buying the lot. 
He said, speaking for the special com- 
mittee, that he was very sure the 
wording of the report was meant to 
say that the committee favored the 
purchase. 


Councilman Cutting, a member of 


the finance committee, finally was 
called on to explain the position of that 
committee and said that the reason the 
order was not introduced at this time 
was on account of a 
difference of 


opinion in the committee as to what 
sum would buy 
the property. 
The 


amount $7,000 was named in the re- 
port as it was believed that would pur- 
chase the lot. but as some members of 
the committee thought it might be 
purchased for less, it was left over till 
the school committee should secure a 
definite price, and then the order \vouW 
be introduced. 


The vote was then called for and 


Councilman Amadon rose to ask to be 
excused from voting. Under the rules 
of the council no member can be ex- 
cused unless he has a personal interest 
in the matter being acted on, without a 
vote of the council. The council there- 
fore voted to excuse him. Councilman 
Broderick, who had just entered, asked 
to be excused, as he did not know what 
it was all about, and he also was ex- 
cused. 


The vote was taken, and those who 


voted were unanimous in favor of ac- 
cepting the committee's report
